The  number  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  receiving  allowances  for 
supervising  vaccination  work  in  Municipal  towns  and  otherwise  employed 
in  the  Department  was  increased  by  one,  due  to  the  appointment  or  a 
medical  practitioner  as  Superintendent  of  Vaccination  in  Moulmein 
Municipality,  whereas  the  cadre  of  Inspectors  of  Vaccination  was  reduced 
by  two.  One  of  these  was  an  appointment  which  was  kept  vacant  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  in  the  Shwebo  District,  the  other  was  that  ^of  a  temporary 
Inspector  in  Mergui  District  remaining  over  from  1925-26,  whose 
services  were  dispensed  with  on  the  termination  of  the  special  vaccina¬ 
tion  campaign  launched  in  that  year. 

The  number  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  employed  on  vaccination 
inspection  duty  was  increased  by  one  due  to  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  Inspector  in  Protne  District. 

During  the  year  under  report  16  new  vaccinators  were  employed  on 
the  permanent  cadre  and  four  appointments  were  dispensed  with  leaving 
a  net  increase  of  12.  Of  the  16  new  appointments  6  were  for  whole  time 
work  and  ten  for  part  time.  These  appointments  were  : — Whole 
time —  one  each  in  the  Hill  District  of  Arakan,  Prome  and  Meiktila 
Districts,  and  Ma-ubin  town,  two  in  Insein  District,  and  part  time — ten  in 
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Statement  I. 


Statement  I. 


Hanthawaddy  District.  The  four  appointments  dispensed  with  con¬ 
sisted  of  three  in  Mergui  District  and  one  in  Salween  District. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  six  temporary  vaccinators  were  employed 
for  varying  periods  to  cope  up  with  minor  outbreaks  of  small-pox  in 
Amherst,  Myingyan,  Yamethin  and  Sagaing  Districts  and  Pyinmana 
Town. 

2.  General  Review. — It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  local  bodies  and  the 
public  in  general  are  to  an  increasing  extent  realising  the  importance  of 
efficient  vaccination.  For  instance,  the  District  Councils  of  Mandalay 
and  Kyaukse  have  followed  the  example  of  other  District  Councils  in 
extending  the  Vaccination  Acts  to  their  districts.  Thus  vaccination  is 
now  compulsory  throughout  the  areas  in  charge  of  all  District  Councils 
in  Lower  Burma  and  the  Acts  are  being  gradually  extended  to  Upper 
Burma  Districts.  Additional  Vaccination  staffs  have  in  most  cases  been 
entertained  as  required  permanently  or  temporarily  in  accordance  with 
the  advice  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the 
Municipal  Committees  of  Yandoon  and  Ma-ubin  that  they  have  now 
employed  separate  vaccinators  for  each  town.  Similarly  the  Municipal 
Committees  of  Kyangin  and  Nattalin  have  now  employed  whole-time 
vaccinators  instead  of  part-time. 

A  study  of  the  reports  submitted  from  districts  shows  that  opposition 
to  vaccination  has  decreased  greatly  even  in  the  more  remote  parts  of 
the  country.  Occasional^,  one  finds  a  group  of  people  in  a  village  who 
avoid  or  object  to  vaccination,  but  this  is  now  rare.  Objections  seem 
mainly  to  be  based  on  a  belief  that  vaccination  at  a  young  age  retards 
growth  and  interferes  with  the  parents’  work.  Occasionally,  Want  of 
confidence  in  young  and  inexperienced  vaccinators  and  lack  of  medical 
aid  for  vaccinated  children  who  fall  sick  are  responsible  for  unwilling¬ 
ness  to  submit  to  vaccination.  Though  Vaccination  Acts  involving 
compulsion  are  in  force,  this  is  rarely  necessary  as  the  policy  adopted  by 
this  Department  is  to  overcome  the  objections  of  the  people  by 
educational  propaganda  and  personal  persuasion. 

3.  Total  number  of  Persons  vaccinated. — The  total  number  of  persons 
vaccinated  by  the  special  staff  during  the  year  was  718,463.  In  addition 
to  this  5,150  persons  were  vaccinated  by  Dispensary  Staffs  and  616  by 
other  agencies  as  compared  with  840,828,  7,333  and  730  respectively 
in  1925-26. 

4.  Operations  performed. — The  total  number  of  operations  performed 
was  720,551  (primary  51 1,750  and  revaccination  208,801)  as  compared 
with  842,729  (primary  557,442  and  revaccination  285,287)  in  the  previous 
year.  It  is  thus  seen  that  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  output  of 
work  during  the  year  under  report,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  this  was 
chiefly  due  to  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  operations  performed  under 
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revaccination.  The  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  A  much  reduced 
incidence  of  small-pox  in  nearly  all  districts  in  1926  has  resulted  in  fewer 
revaccinations.  A  comparison  of  the  number  of  operations  performed 
in  each  district  with  the  incidence  of  small-pox  supports  this  inference.

In  25  out  of  41  districts  the  outbreak  of  small-pox  was  less  serious 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  in  these  districts  the  number  of  vacci¬ 
nations  declined,  analysis  of  the  returns  showing  this  reduction  to  be 
mainly  in  revaccinations.  In  further  support,  the  statistics  of  Prome 
and  Myitkyina  should  be  studied.  In  the  former  district,  there  were 
only  four  deaths  from  small-pox  in  1925  but  in  1926,  the  number  of 
deaths  was  292,  while  the  number  of  vaccinations  rose  from  22,155  in 
1925-26  to  30,844  in  1926-27,  an  increase  of  8,689  operations  mainly  in 
revaccinations.  Very  similar  figures  were  obtained  in  the  case  of 
Myitkyina.  On  the  other  hand,  decrease  in  vaccinations  is  observed  in 
Sandoway,  Henzada,  Ma-ubin,  Toungoo,  Thayetmyo,  Myingyan  and 
Shwebo  in  the  face  of  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
small-pox.  The  reasons  assigned  for  this  are  varied.  In  Sandoway, 
sickness  among  the  children  and  grant  of  leave  to  permanent  Vaccinators 
are  the  reasons  stated,  whereas  the  District  Health  Officers  of  Henzada 
and  Ma-ubin  attributed  the  decrease  to  shortage  of  lymph  supply.  The 
decrease  in  Toungoo  and  Myingyan  was  confined  to  Municipal  vaccina¬ 
tion  work  only,  while  in  Shwebo  the  lack  of  proper  supervision  over 
vaccinators,  due  to  absence  from  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Vaccination 
and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  the  explanations  given.  Much  credit 
is  due  to  the  vaccination  staff  in  the  districts  of  Myaungmya,  Pyapon, 
Magwe  and  Meiktila  where  output  showed  an  improvement  though 
small-pox  was  less  prevalent.  The  increased  output  in  Salween  and  the 
Hill  District  of  Arakan  was  due  to  the  appointment  in  each  of  an 
additional  Vaccinator. 

With  regard  to  the  alleged  shortage  of  lymph,  there  was  a  curtail¬ 
ment  of  lymph  supply  from  the  Vaccine  Depot,  Meiktila,  for  about 
three  months  due  to  shortage  of  capillary  tubes  coupled  with  a  drop  in

the  yield  of  lymph  from  vaccinated  calves  during  the  hot  season. 
During  these  three  months,  lymph  was  issued  to  the  full  extent  of 
demands  only  to  those  districts  where  small-pox  existed  in  epidemic 
form. 

Statement  I,  5,  Primary  Operations. — In  16  districts,  primary  vaccinations  showed 
increases  while  25  districts  registered  decreases.  Prome  District  heads 
the  former  list  with  an  increase  of  2,734  operations  over  the  previous 
year’s  figure,  followed  by  Meiktila  with  1,583  operations  and  Myingyan 
1,024.  Other  districts  returned  an  increase  of  less  than  1,000  operations. 
As  has  been  stated,  prevalence  of  small-pox  was  responsible  for  the 
large  increase  in  Prome  District,  while  in  Meiktila  the  increase  was 
attributed  to  the  engagement  of  an  additional  vaccinator.  Amongst  the 
districts  which  recorded  a  decrease  in  primary  vaccination,  the  Southern 
Shan  States  was  the  worst  returning  13,668  operations  less  than  the 
previous  year’s  figure,  closely  followed  by  the  Northern  Shan  States 

( _ 10,769).  Kyaukpyu  and  Mandalay  returned  a  deficit  of  over  3,000 

operations  each,  while  Ma-ubin,  Mergui,  Shwebo,  Upper  Chindwin  and 
Lower  Chindwin  reported  deficits  of  over  2,000  operations  each.  The 
decrease  in  the  Southern  Shan  States,  was  confined  mainly  to  the 
Kengtung  Subdivision  which  has  a  separate  vaccination  staff  of  its  own. 
In  this  Subdivision  only  4,849  primary  vaccinations  were  performed  in 
1926-27  as  against  15,704  in  the  previous  year.  Illness  of  one  vaccinator, 
grant  of  leave  to  a  second  and  removal  from  the  service  of  two  other 
vaccinators  contributed  to  this  falling  off.  Similarly,  suspension, 
dismissal,  leave  and  casualties  amongst  vaccinators  were  the  main  causes 
for  the  deficit  of  primary  vaccinations  in  the  Northern  Shan  States.  In 
Kyaukpyu  District,  the  shortage  of  lymph  supply  and  absence  of  small¬ 
pox  lessened  the  output  of  vaccination,  while  in  Mandalay  the  decrease 
was  attributed  to  irregularities  on  the  part  of  vaccination  staff  and 
grants  of  leave  to  certain  vaccinators.  Shortage  of  lymph  supply 
reduced  prevalence  of  small-pox  and  lack  of  proper  supervision  were 
the  explanations  offered  for  lessened  outputs  in  the  Ma-ubin,  Shwebo, 
Upper  and  Lower  Chindwin  Districts.  It  is  in  my  opinion  permissible 
to  conclude  from  the  above  that  better  supervision  of  the  vaccination 
staff  is  required.  When  full-time  District  Health  Officers  are  appointed* 
it  will  be  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  such  supervision.

6.  Re-vaccination. — 'The  total  number  of  re-vaccinations  performed 
during  the  year  was  208,801  as  against  285,287  in  the  previous  year  a 
difference  of  76,486  operations.  Only  in  11  out  of  41  districts,  do 
re-vaccinations  show  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year’s  figure. 
The  largest  increase  was  returned  from  Prome  District  where  5,995 
operations  were  performed  in  excess  of  last  year’s  output.  Fewer 
re- vaccinations  were  recorded  in  thirty  districts  as  follows: — Thaton

v( — 10,233),  Upper  Chindwin  ( — 9,107),  Yamethin  ( — 8,949),  Rangoon 
( — 6.909),  Katha  ( — 5,987),  Mandalay  ( — 5,646),  Pakokku  ( — 4,215), 

Shwebo  ( — 3,843),  Pegu  ( — 3,582),  Insein  ( — 3,284),  Kyaukpyu  ( — 3,053), 

Lower  Chindwin  ( — 2,246),  andKyaukse( — 2,097).  The  districts  which 
recorded  a  deficit  between  2,000  and  1,000  were  Bassein,  Ma-ubin, 

Amherst,  Tavoy,  Mergui,  Thayetmyo  and  Myingyan. 

7.  Results  of  Vaccination. — When  the  output  of  primary  or  revacci-  Statement 
nation  work  shows  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year’s  return,  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  the  total  number  of  successful  operations  will  also  be  less. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  in  the  year  under  report  the  recorded  number  of 
successful  primary  cases  was  472,368  and  re- vaccinations  61,531  as 
compared  with  524,220  primary  and  100,524  re-vaccination  successes  in 
the  previous  year.  In  22,924  primary  vaccinations,  the  results  were 
unknown  as  compared  with  21,461  in  the  previous  year  whilst  actual 
failures  amounted  to  16,458  as  compared  with  11,761.  The  percentage 
of  successes  in  primary  vaccination  in  which  the  results  were  known  was 
96'63  and  in  re- vaccination  35*97,  the  figures  for  1925-26  being  primary 
97*81  and  re-vaccination  42*21.  The  district  which  recorded  the 
highest  percentage  of  successful  primary  cases  was  Tharrawaddy  (99*97). 

Next  come  Prome  and  Pyapon  with  success  rate  of  99*46  per  cent 
closely  followed  by  Henzada  (99*44).  The  other  districts  which 
returned  a  success  rate  of  over  99  per  cent  were  Magwe  (99*34),  Ma-ubin 
(99*33),  Pegu  (99*26),  Myaungmya  (99*17),  and  Rangoon  (99*01).  The 
districts  in  which  the  lowest  success  rate  was  reported  were  :  Pakokku 
(87*78),  Mandalay  (87*99),  Hill  District  of  Arakan  (89*52)  and  Tavoy 
(89  84).  A  low  percentage  of  successful  primary  cases  (92*54)  in 
Hanthawaddy  District  suggests  bad  technique  on  the  part  of  the  vacci¬ 
nators  concerned.  In  one  instance  at  least,  it  was  found  that  the  same 
lymph  used  in  Hanthawaddy  and  Insein  Districts  which  are  under  the 
same  District  Health  Officer  gave  poor  results  in  the  latter.  The 
poor  success  rate,  92*80,  obtained  in  Meiktila  District  also  suggests 
bad  technique,  while  in  some  of  the  more  remote  districts  of  Upper  - 
Burma  the  explanation  may  be  deterioration  of  the  lymph  from  climatic 
conditions. 

8.  Vaccination  in  Towns. — In  the  67  towns  and  notified  areas  in  which 
the  Vaccination  Acts  are  in  force  a  total  of  97,296  operations  was 
reported  during  the  year  of  which  46,415  were  primary  and  50,881 
revaccinations.  This  contrasts  with  46,565  primary  and  66,190  revacci¬ 
nations  or.  a  total  of  112,775  cases  in  the  previous  year.  Here  also 
vaccination  work  shows  a  falling  off.  Various  reasons  were  put  forward 
in  explanation,  but  in  most  cases  absence  or  reduced  prevalence  of 
small-pox  seems  to  be  the  cause.  Omitting  Th^imaing,  Kamayut, 
Thingangyun  and  Kanbe,  which  were  constituted  towns  quite  recently, 
the  output  of  primary  vaccination  in  25  towns  shows  an  increase,  and  in 
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38  towns  a  decrease.  Prominent  amongst  the  towns  in  which  a  marked 
increase  in  primary  operations  is  recorded  are  Rangoon  (  +  638),  Prome 
(  +  280),  Henzada  (  +  437),  Kyaiklat  (  +  247),  Mergui  (  +  554)  and 
Taungdwingyi  (  +  291).  An  excess  of  over  100  operations  was  reported 
from  Pyapon  and  Mandalay.  On  the  other  hand,  a  large  decrease  was 
noticeable  in  the  towns  of  Nyaunglebin  ( — 211),  Bassein  ( — 245),  . 
Myaungmya  ( — 621),  Moulmein  (  —  347),  and  Sagaing  ( — 290).  Other 
towns  which  returned  a  deficit  of  over  100  primary  operations  were 
Tharrawaddy,  Gyobingauk,  Kyonpyaw,  Wakema,  Shwegyin,  Thayetmyo, 
Pakokkti,  Myingyan,  Yamethin  and  Bhamo. 

The  decrease  in  re-vaccination  work  in  towns  is  serious.  Seventeen 
towns  registered  an  increase  in  re-vaccination  work  and  forty-six  towns 
a  decrease.  Marked  increases  in  re-vaccinations  were  recorded  in 
Syriam  (  +  900),  Shwedaung  (+781),  Taungdwingyi  (  +  544),  Prome 
(  +  361)  and  Danubyu  (  +  231).  On  the  other  hand  a  large  falling  off 
in  re-vaccination  work  is  noticeable  in  Rangoon,  Nyaunglebin,  Mergui, 
Toungoo,  Shwegyin,  Minbu,  Pakokku,  Mandalay,  Meiktila,  Nyaung-U, 
Yamethin,  Pyinmana,  Sagaing  and  Monywa. 

A  marked  improvement  under  both  classes  of  vaccination  is  notice¬ 
able  in  Prome,  Shwedaung,  Kyaiklat  and  Taungdwingyi  towns. 

9.  Results  of  Vaccination  in  Towns. — 42,316  successes  in  primary  and 
16,427  successes  in  revaccination  were  recorded  during  the  year  yielding 
a  percentage  of  94*78  in  primary  and  41*91  in  revaccination  as  against 
98*60  and  46*88  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

Cent  per  cent  success  in  primary  cases  were  reported  from  22 
towns  and  in  9  towns  the  success  rates  were  above  99  percent.  In  18 
towns  the  rates  vary  between  95  and  99  per  cent.  Low  success  rates  in 
primary  cases  were  recorded  in  Minbu  (77*27  per  cent),  Mandalay 
(82*59  per  cent),  Myingyan  (83*05  per  cent),  Bhamo  (83*95  per  cent) 
and  Nyaung-U  (87*12  per  cent). 

appendix  B.  10.  Infant  Vaccination. — In  the  63  towns  in  which  the  Vaccination 
Acts  are  in  force  34,361  births  were  registered.  10,552  children  under 
one  year  of  age  died,  leaving  23,809  survivors  liable  for  primary  vacci¬ 
nation.  The  total  number  of  vaccinations  at  this  age  was  28,689  or  an 
apparent  excess  of  4,880  children  vaccinated  over  the  number  available 
for  vaccination.  The  reasons  for  this  apparent  excess  were  the  same  as 
set  forth  in  the  reports  for  the  preceding  years  and  it  is  unnecessary  to 
repeat  them  here.  Thirty-three  towns  sent  vaccination  returns  in 
excess  of  the  number  of  survivors  available  for  vaccination  while  in  30 
towns  it  was  less.  In  12  towns  the  number  of  infants  vaccinated  not 
only  exceeded  the  number  of  survivors  available,  but  it  exceeded  the 
actual  number  of  births  registered  in  them  during  the  year.  Such 
irregularity  is  to  be  found  in  Rangoon,  Pegu,  Nyaunglebin,  Nattalin, 
Insein,  Prome,  Shwedaung,  Henzada,  Ma-ubin,  Pyapon  Mergui  and 
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Thayetmyo.  This  suggests  either  defective  birth  registration  or  emigra¬ 
tion  from  neighbouring  districts.  On  the  other  hand  a  very  low 
proportion  of  available  infants  were  vaccinated  in  Thonze,  Thongwa, 
Wakema,  Pyu,  Pakokku  and  Myingyan. 

11.  Dispensary  Vaccination. — The  total  number  of  vaccinations 
performed  in  hospitals  and  dispensaries  was  5,185  (primary  3,609  and 
revaccinations  1 ,576)  as  compared  with  7,398  (primary  3,824  and  revacci¬ 
nation  3,574)  in  the  previous  year.  No  dispensary  vaccination  was 
reported  from  24  districts.  The  district  in  which  most  dispensary 
vaccinations  were  performed  was  Myitkyina,  and  these  amounted  to  more 
than  half  the  total  operations  returned  for  the  Province.  Dispensary 
vaccination  was  performed  on  all  who  offered  themselves  voluntarily  at 
times  when  small-pox  was  prevalent  in  or  threatening  the  locality. 

The  percentage  of  successful  operations  obtained  in  primary  was 
77*59  and  in  revaccination  45*06  as  against  91*00  and  45*83  in  last  year 
respectively. 

12.  Jail  Vaccination. — 31,565  prisoners  were  vaccinated  during  the 
year.  Primary  vaccination  was  performed  on  1,239  and  revaccination 
on  30,326.  Of  the  former  1,065  cases  were  reported  as  successful  and  of 
the  latter  16,124  yielding  a  success  rate  of  85'96  and  53*17  per  cent 
respectively. 

13.  Vaccination  by  other  Agencies. — The  total  number  of  vaccinations 
performed  by  private  practitioners  was  616  of  which  280  were  primal  y 
and  336  revaccinations,  the  success  rates  being  94*05  and  59*49  percent, 
respectively.  Of  the  253  successful  primary  cases  174  were  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  56  children  whose  ages  lay  between  one 
and  six. 

14.  Steamer  Vaccination. — Under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  the 
Burma  Vaccination  Law  Amendment  Act  of  1909,  49,763  labourers 
landing  at  the  Port  of  Rangoon  were  vaccinated  by  the  Corporation 
Vaccination  staff  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Health  Authorities 
as  against  41,169  in  the  previous  year.  No  results  could  be  verified  as 
the  subjects  leave  the  station  immediately  after  vaccination. 

15.  Verification  Work  of  Inspecting  Officers. — Of  the  total  number  of 
724,229  persons  vaccinated,  District  Health  Officers  and  Assistant 
District  Health  Officers  inspected  the  results  of  60,661  or  8*37  per  cent, 
which  fall  short  of  the  minimum  of  inspection  work  expected  from  these 
officers  [viz.  10  per  cent).  The  Inspectors  of  Vaccination  and  other 
inspecting  officers  verified  271,222  or  52*78  per  cent  of  primary  cases 
and  47*92  per  cent  of  re-vaccinations — an  improvement  over  the  work  of 
the  previous  year.  The  districts  in  which  a  large  percentage  of  inspec¬ 
tion  work  by  District  Health  Officers  were  recorded  are  Upper 
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Chindwin  (primary  57*35  and  revaccination  76*88),  Tavoy  (primary  32*63 
and  revaccination  9*25),  and  the  Northern  Shan  States  (primary  17*38 
and  revaccination  84' 53).  No  inspection  work  was  done  by  the  District 
Health  Officers  of  Thayetmyo  and  Shwebo  Districts,  and  only  0*96  per 
cent  of  primary  cases  were  verified  by  the  District  Health  Officer, 
Henzada.  Amongst  the  Inspectors  of  Vaccination  a  very  creditable 
amount  of  inspection  work  was  done  by  the  Inspector  of  Vaccination  of 
Upper  Chindwin  (primary  92*70  and  revaccination  94*42)  followed  by 
Kyaukse  (primary  74*76  and  revaccination  79'50)  and  Akyab  (primary 
66*63  and  revaccination  91*12).  Other  districts  in  which  a  large  percen¬ 
tage  of  cases  were  inspected  included  Pegu,  Tharrawaddy,  Ma-ubin, 
Pyapon,  Tavoy,  Thayetmyo  and  Myingyan. 

16.  Cost  of  the  Department. — The  total  cost  of  the  Department  was 
Rs.  3,86,245-10-1  as  against  Rs.  3,74,109-1-9  in  the  previous  year,  an 
increase  of  Rs.  12,136-8-4.  This  increase  was  shared  by  all  three  budget 
heads,  viz.  “Pay  of  Establishment”,  “Travelling  Allowances”  and 
<l  Contingencies,”  but  the  main  increase  is  accounted  for  by  an  increase 
of  Rs.  8,082-13-6  under  the  first  head 

The  average  cost  for  each  successful  vaccination  was  Rs.  0-11-7  as 
compared  with  Rs.  0-9-7  in  1925-26  and  Rs.  0-9-6  in  1924-25. 
Prominent  amongst  districts  which  returned  high  cost  were  the  Hill 
District  of  Arakan,  Hanthawaddy,  Insein,  Tavoy,  Mergui  and  Pakokku 
Hill  Tracts  whereas  low  rates  were  noted  in  Prome,  Salween,  Minbu 
and  Sagaing. 

17.  Small-pox  Inoculation. — The  practice  of  small-pox  inoculation  was 
detected  in  Tharrawaddy,  Pegu,  Prome,  Bassein,  Henzada,  Myaungmya, 
Amherst,  Pakokku,  Yamethin,  Meiktila  and  the  Southern  Shan  States, 
and  in  all  cases  the  inoculators  and  the  inoculated  persons  were  punished 
with  fines,  ranging  from  Rs.  1-8-0  to  Rs.  80  ’excepting  in  Yamethin 
District  where  no  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  against  the 
offenders. 

18.  Work  of  the  Vaccine  Depot ,  Meiktila. — No  additions  or  alterations 
of  any  importance  was  effected  during  the  year.  Some  minor  improve¬ 
ments  were  however  carried  out. 

Calves. — Calves  were  obtained  by  contract  throughout  the  year, 
but  for  a  few  months  near  the  end  of  the  term  of  contract  the  contractor 
failed  to  supply  the  required  number  and  his  supply  had  to  be  supple¬ 
mented  by  local  purchase. 

The  number  of  unvaccinated  calves  remaining  at  the  Depot  on  the 
1st  April  1926  was  10  and  515  calves  were  purchased  making  a  total  of 
525.  Of  this  number  518  were  inoculated  and  6  died,  leaving  one 
unvaccinated  calf  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  the  vaccinated  calves, 
.69  were  remaining  at  the  Depot  on  31st  March  1927. 
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Lymph  Output. — Four  hundred  and  eighty-five  calves  were  successfully 
vaccinated  ;  33  calves  either  failed  to  take  or  yielded  lymph  of  such 
poor  quality  that  it  had  to  be  destroyed.  The  following  table  contrasts 
the  output  and  issue  of  lymph  during  the  year  under  report  and  the  two

Lymph  Supply. — The  total  number  of  doses  issued  during  the  year 
was  9,74,229  of  which  8,18,198  doses  were  supplied  to  Municipalities, 
Districts  and  the  Army  free  of  charge  and  the  remaining  1,56,031  to 
other  bodies  on  payment.  This  compares  with  a  total  of  1 ,67,560  doses 
issued  during  1925-26. 

Finance. — The  gross  revenue  earned  from  sale  of  lymph  and  calves 
was  Rs.  9,221-12-3  as  against  Rs.  10,907-5-3  in  the  previous  year,  the 
slight  decrease  being  due  to  a  fall  in  the  sale  price  of  vaccinated  calves. 

The  net  expenditure  of  the  Depot  was  Rs.  22,430-3-6  compared  with 
Rs.  19,915-14-2  last  year,  an  increase  of  Rs.  2,514-5-4  being  due  to 
enhanced  cost  of  purchasing  and  feeding  calves  and  increased  expendi¬ 
ture  under  contingencies. 

19.  Training  Class. — Twenty-nine  Apprentice  Vaccinators  were 
successfully  trained  in  vaccination  and  twenty-two  Public  Health 
Inspectors  began  their  course  of  training  in  vaccination  on  7th  March 
1927.  In  addition  to  these  one  [Epidemic  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  was 
also  trained. 

20.  General  Remarks. — Dr.  H.  H.  Lynsdale,  I.M.D.,  was  in  charge  of 
the  Depot  with  Dr.  U  Thaw  Zan  as  his  assistant.  The  former  remained 
till  1st  March  1927  from  which  date  Dr.  G.  H.  Blaker,  I.M.D.,  took 
over  charge  of  the  Directorship,  Vaccine  Depot,  as  a  whole-time 
Director. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Burma  visited  the  Depot  on  11th 
August  and  Dr.  U  Ba  Yin,  The  Hon’ble  Minister  of  Education,  Local 
Government  and  Public  Health,  on  21st  June  1926.
